TRIPLE MURDER 


Dr. Wong, Head of Chi- 

na’s Educational Mission 
to United States, and 
Two University Students 
Killed in Washirigton 
Home. 


Washington, January 31.—Wash- 
ington police tonight were engaged 
in an attempt to solve the*mystery 
of the killing of Dr. T. T. Wong 
chief of the Chinese educational mis- 
sion to the United States, and C. H. 
Hsie and Ben Sen Wu, students at 
George Washington - university, 
whose bodies were found tonight in 
their home in fhe fashionable Mount 
Pleasant séction. They were last 
seen alive last Tuesday. 

. Absence of the two students from 
the university led a fellow student, 
Kong Li, who lives nearby, to in- 
vestigate tonight. He entered the 
house through a window and found 
the body of Wong on the first floor. 
Police were summoned and the 
bodies of the twe students were 
found in the basement. All. three 
men had been shot and physicians 
who examined the bodies said they 
probably had — killed Wednes- 
day. 

Pistol Found on Chair. 


The pistol with whichthe_men 
had been shot was found on a chair 
near .Dr. Wong’s body. Traces ‘of*a 
death struggle were in evidence, A

Alleged That the Senate 
Is Bluffing—Prohibitory 
Taxyon Child Labor Re- 
mains in the Measure. 


Washington, January 31.—New 
and unexpected obstacles to the 
long-delayed war revenue bill de- 
veloped today, resulting in settle- 
ment of more minor.disputes be- 
tween the senate and house, but en- 
tailing postponement of final ac- 
tion by the conferees until tomor- 
row and submission of the confer- 
ence re-draft -probably until Tues- 
day. 

To secure instructions from: the 
house on senate amendments in dis- 
pute, Representative Kitchin, of 
North Carolina, the democratic lead- 
er, brought the bill before that body 
late today, and after spirited discus- 
sion the house instructed its mana- 
gers to accept, with modification, the 
senate plan for taxing palitical cam- 
paign contributions. 

Child Lgbor and “Bone Dry.” 

Demands for separate votes in the. 
house on two other senate amend- 
ments—levying a prohibitory tax on 
products of child labor and applying 
the Reed “bone dry” prohibition law 
to the District of Colum bia—were 
withdrawn today. Retention of 
these in the bill now fs abasic as- 
sured. 

While the discussion was proceed- 
ing in the house, it was learned that 
the conferees had agreed to a com- 
promise amendment for pay bonuses 
of $50 each to enlisted men and 
nurses and $200 to officers of the 
army, navy and marine corps upon 
discharge. The bonuses would be 
paid to those already discharged, as 
well as to those: subsequently given 
honorable discharges or who re- 
sign. 

Because of the house discussion, 
no session of the conferees was held 
today. They will meet tomorrow 
and: .expect to finish: -ork~ on: the 
bill, sending it to the printer.

New York, January 31.—Orders di- 
recting - 700,000 members of the 
United Textile Workers of America 
to establish an eight-hour day Mon- 
day regardless of objections of em- 
ployers were issued today by the 
union’s executive committee, ac- 
éording to an announcement here 
tonight. 

John Golden, general president ofy 
the union, said the order had been 
telegraphed to 380° local unions 
throughout the country and that re- 
sponsibility for the next step was 
up to the manufacturers. 

“We are putting the eight- hour 
work day into effect,” he said, “and 
if the smphetonturers: don’t like it, it 
is their next move.” 

Many mill owners, it is said, have 
announced their determination to 
shut down the mills if the workers 
insist on altering working hours. 

Union officials said that for the 
present a..44-hour week .would. be 
put into effect, with an eight-hour 
day and a half holiday. on Satur-

German colonies. 

Substance for League. 

Having accepted ‘the American 
plan for supervision of the colonies 
by the league of nations, it has now 
become necessary to give body and 
substance to a league of nations in 
order that'it may perform the im- 
portant tasks which are committed. 
to its care. This is regarded as the 
chief business immediately ahead, 
and President Wilson is giving his 
majn attention. 

The president called to the Paris . 
white house last night and enter- 
tained Colonel’ Edward M. House 
and ‘the other members of the 
league of nations commission, and 
tonight he went to American head- 
quarters for-another discussion .on 
this subject with Lord Robert Ce< 
cil, the British representative, Colo- 
mel House, -Secretary of State Lan- 
sing and others. It is the presi- 
derit’s persona’ des.re with regard 
to the colonies, with the league of 
nations supervising the mandato- 
ries, that the details to be present- 
ed will prove acceptable and work- 
able. There ts ever expectation that 
the presiden.s plan will be carried 
out acceptably to him. 

Rumania-Serbia Issue. 

‘two -premiers of Rumania and 

Serbia, M. Bratiano and M. Pachitch, 


| were heard by the council today on 


the boundary issue, the last question 
lying between them. It developed 
that another secret treaty was 
signed in August, 1916, as a condi- 
tion of Rumania’s entry into the 
war, under which Rumahia was 
holding all the territory within 
designated river boundaries. 

M. Pachitch, on behalf of the 
Serbs, Croats and SloVenes, de- 


clared that the Rumanian treaty — 


was not made without the knowl- 
edge of Serbia, which was largely 
concerned in it. He invoked the 
principle of nationality, which Pres-' 
ident. Wikson -has enumerated, in 
support of the claim of the Serbians. 
to the région, where he asserted the 
Serbs largely exceeded the Ruma- 
nians. — 

Jugo-Slavs and Adriatic. 
* Although the hearing showed a 
sharp difference in views, there is.

IN GLASGOW CLASH. 


Glasgow, January 31. — Serious 
conflicts between the police and 
strikers developed today in which 
at ~east 40 persons were more or 
less badly injured, among them 
Sheriff McKenzie, Chief Constable 
Stevenson, Deputy Constable Rennie 
and a number of policemen. hese 
were all injured by bottles thrown 
by strikers when the police were 
clearing the streets in Baton 
Charges. Two of the strike leaders, 
William Gallagher and David Kirk- 
wood,+were arrested and later were 
charged with inciting to riot. Both 
are. in’ custody. 

During the height of the disorders 
the riot act was read and it was 
contemplated to invoke military aid, 
but the order was cancelled when 
Gallagher and Kirkwood were per- 
mitted by the authorities to address 
the strikers and exhort them, to 
march off in orderly procession, as 
nothing more could be done today. 

Despite this advice, however, there 
were wild:scenes of disorder and in 
various parts of the city looting 
was indulged in.

War Savings Stamps 
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Critical Stage Reached. 

The critical stage of the strike 
on the Clyde was expected to be 
reached today as a result of a 
meeting of the strikers: to receive 
the government’s answer to the 
telegram sent by the lord provost 
transmitting the request of the 
strikers for the government to in- 
tervene to secure for them a forty- 
hour week. (London dispatches last

Though dietetics is a‘ part of culinary art or science, every so- 
called good cook is not necessarily an expert in dietetics nor is every 
culinary artist. 

It is a particular branch of cooking, designed to meet the needs 
of the sick and those who are to be “built up.” 

The diet which is good for .one member of a family may ill an- 
other, and to know these differentiating principles are what the Red) 
Cross classes in dietetics are being taught. |

“CUED LOSES 
IN GRIP ON COAL 


All Price Control Over 
Fuel Ceases Today—Of- 
ficials Say There Should 
Be a Drop in Price. 


Washington, January 31.—All price 
control exercised by the fuel admin- 
istration over anthracite and bitu- 
minous coal and coke will cease to- 
morrow under a blanket order 
signed by Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field and made public tonight. Zon- 
ing regulations and practically all 
rules for the distribution of fuel as 
well as most regulations concerning 
oil and natural gas, promulgated 
under the Lever act as war meas- 
ures, also are réscihded. 

Virtually little work for the fuel 
administration will remain when 
the order goes into effect, but offi- 
cials said it would continue in op- 
eration until peace was formally de- 
clared and would keep a close watch 
cn the fuel situagjion and, if the ne- 
cess‘iy arises, restore any and al) 
of the regulations which now are 
rescinded. 

Prices Should Drop. 

Announcement that regulations 
governing bituminous coal and coke 
would be abolished tomorrow was 
made some weeks ago and officials 
said then that there should be a 
drop in -the price of. both commodi- 
ties. ‘The order affecting anthra- 
cite was not announced until to- 


night and there were conflicting , 
its effect on prices. |

To Watch Labor Disputes. 

“An instance of. the continuing 
activities of the administration was 
found,” the. administration’s an- 
nouncement said, “in its bureau of 
labor, which will function actively 
during the armistice. Any dispute 
failing in settlement between the 
parties at interest must be submit- 
ted as heretofore to the fuel admin- 
istration for final disposition with- 
out stoppage of work” 

The maximum pricés for anthra- 
cite, suspended by the order, range 
from $3.40 a ton for pea to $6.30 
for broken coal, plus $1.40 a ton to 
comnensate operators for wage in- 
creases granted in December, 1917, 
and November 1918. Of this emount 
25 cents a ton was allowed for the 
first wage increase and $1.95 for 
the second. Independent onerators 
were allowed 75 cents a ton above 
these prices, which were fo railroad- 
owned mines, and annlied to coal on 
cars at the mines. Margins of nrof- 
it to jobbers and retailers and cer- 
train costs also were regulated by 
the fhel administration.

Washington, January 31. —The ad- 


ministration ‘policy of vast naval ex- | 


pansion unless world disarmament 
becomes a certainty through inter- 
national agreement at Paris, was 
approved today by the house naval 
committee in unanimously recom- 
mending a. new three-year building 
program of ten great battleships 
and ten scout cruisers. 

Four democrats and two republic- 
ans were understood to have‘ oppos- 
ed the program as originally out- 
lined, but their approval was given 
after an amendment was accepted 
providing that work on the new 
ships should not begin until] after 
February 1, 1920. Administration 
leaders said the yote was an indorse- 
ment of the program announced by 
Secretary Daniels for an American 


“navy second to none unless limita- 
tions are imposed on all nations 
by the peace conference. Should an 
agreement.for such limitation be 
reached, the bill provides that the 
‘president may stop construction at 
his discretion. 

While the program as recommend- 
ed does not authorize the six battle 
cruisers and 130 other smaller craft 
asked for by the department, it was 
explained that it had been decided 
to postpone construction of ‘ese 
vessels until naval experts could

Bill to Carry $750,000,000. 

The agreement of the committee 
was reach at a long executive 
session, after which Chairman 
Padgett smilingly announced that 
the decision had been unanimous. 
Mr. Padgett said the completed nava! 
bill would carry a total of $750,000,- 
000, of which sum $169,000,000 would 
be for ship construction. 

Work. of completing the bill for 
introduction in the house was ex- 
pected to be finished by tomorrow 
and Mr. Padgett said he hoped to 
get the measure before ,the house 
next week, . 

Besides providing ion the new 
building program, the bill authorizes 
a temporary naval force of 225,000 
men exclusive of officers, and car- 
ries an amendment by Representa- 
tive Oliver, of Alabama, directing 
that men who enlisted in the navy 
during the war for the regular term 
of four years shall be regarded as 
having enlisted for the period of the 
war, if they apply for such change 
of status before next July 1. 

After the committee's decision it 
was learned that the navy eeneral 
board, headed by Rear Admiral 
Mletcher, is studying the question of 
military ‘characteristics of new ships 
closely, but has not as yet reached 
definite conclusions, 

No Radical Departures. 


The one point on whfch there ap- 
pears to be substantial agreement 
is that no yery radical departures 
in battleship or battle cruiser design 
has grown out of the great struggle. 
The engagements of heavy craft 
were too few to afford any clear-cut 
lessons, it was said, and the devel- 
opment of these vessels continues 
to be largely on theoretical lines. 

The last American battleships au- 
thorized were designed. for a dis- 
placement of 43,000 tons, carrying 
twelve 16-inch guns in their main 
batteries and having a speed of 23 
knots. The six battle cruisers for 
the navy authorized in 1916 constj- 
tute the most radical departure ‘in 
naval design made by any nation, 
it was said, because of their great 
speed and heavy batteries. They 
were designed for a speed of 35 knots 
and to carry eight 16-inch guns.

CHILEAN STATEMENTS 
ANSWERED BY PERU 


Washington, January 31.—Dr. 
Francisco Tudela y Varela, Peruvian 
minister to the” United States, re- 
plying today to a statement given 
by Spnor Ibanez, Chilean minister to 
France, to the Associated Press in 
Paris Wednesday, declared that dur- 
ing the war Chilean statesmen “ridi- 
culed the idea” that the question of 
the provinces of Tacna and Arica 
be taken into consideration when 
the time -arrived for the establish- 
ment of a league of nations. Senor 


Ibanez, in his statement, expressed 
the hope that the claims of Chile 
would be considered when the ques- 
tion is taken up. 

“Now that they are confronted 
with this step,” the Peruvian minis- 
ter continued, referring to the 
league of nations, “upon which there 
no longer can be any doubt, they 
endeavor to extricate , their conntry 
from the difficult position in which 
it is placed, by maintaining that it 
was Peru which did not carry out 
the provisions of the treaty of An- 
con. 

»The charge made bv Senor Ibanez 
that Peru did not fulfill the terms 
of the treaty, Dr. Varela said, was 
the same charge that Peru made 
against Chile. The plebiscite pro- 
vided by the. treaty to settle the 
disposition of the two provinceg, he 
said, was not carried out “at the 
proper time, nor has it been carried 
out since, because Chile has only 
wished to do this under conditions 
which did not offer any guarantee 
of this being honestly accom- 
nlished.”’ / 


PHILADELPHIA MAYOR 
FOUND NOT GUILTY 


Philadelphia, January 31. Thoms, 
as B. Smith, mayor of Philadelphia, 
the last of the principal figures to

“Under the present law from a 
year and a half to three years is 
necessary to drain a swamp dis- 
trict. Twelve years are allowed for 
the payment of the bonds. 

In the meantime, crops are lost, 
interest accrues and the patience of 
the interested parties wears out 
before results are obtained.

Common school warrants amount- 
ing to $1,731,585, drawn by the state 
of Georgia to pay school teachers 
during the year 1918, will be due and 
payable today and will be paid for 
the state by the Fourth National 
bank.

Payment of more than half a mil- 
lion dollars in taxes for 1918 was 
completed by the gi, ben Railway 
and Power company Friday morning 
when the company’s check for the 
balance due Atlanta was delivered 
at city hall.

vide Margin of Safety to 
Protect Securities and 
Credit, He Tells Com- 
merce Commission.

interstate commerce committee Fri- 
day, 8. Davies Warfield, president 
of the National Association of Rail- 
road Gecurity Owners, presented 
facts and views to the railroad trib- 
unal in the national capital touch- 
ing upon the question of a return to 
former ownership of the railroads in 
the United States. 

Mr. Warfield showed that some- 
thing like $17,000,000,000 is invested 
in the railroad properties of this 
country, and that fifty mitiong/0 
about half the population, is/rep- 
resented directly or indirectly as 
owners of the railway transportation 
lines of the country. He also show- 
ed that about three-fifths of the se- 
curities of the railroads are owned 
by people who have no voting pow- 
er with reference to the conduct of 
the various corporations, and that 
the railroad companies are controll- 
ed by the other two-fifths of the se- 
curity holders. 


Mr. Warfield charged that a state 
mind hostile to the railroad in- 


and 


_ terests had been formed in nearly 


every relation they had, which, he 
said, had resulted in an encroach- 
ment upon their privileges and 


- property rights. 


Margin of Credit. 


The president of the railroad own- 
ers’ association sought to impress 


“upon the interstate commerce com- 


mission the necessity for obtaining 
from those in control of the rail- 
roads a recognition of the principle 
that net earnings must provide a 


* margin of safety to protect securi- 


ties and credit. “Without this basis 
of credit,” said he, “it is impos- 
sible to achieve economical admin- 
istration and efficiency, which, in 
the long run, produce lower freight 
and passenger rates,” 

The amental principles laid 
down by Mr. Warfield in speaking 
to the/interstate commerce com- 
mission are given below: 

1. A minimum rate of return on the prop- 
erty investment in the railroads, fixed by

RESTRICTIONS LIFTED 
UN MARGINS OF PROFIT 


Washington, January 31.—~Re- 
moval of all restrictions on mar- 
gins of profit on foodstuffs except 
cotton seed products and eggs and 
cancellation of most license require- 
ments on importers and distributors, 
effective tomorrow, were an- 
nounced today by the food admin- 
istration on authority of a procla- 
mation signed by President Wilson 
at Paris. 

The following only remain under 
license: 

Importers and _ distributors of 
wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley and 
elevators and warehouses storing 
these grains and rice. 

Importers, manufacturers and 
distributors of fresh, canned or 
cured beef, por? or mutton, cotton 
seed, cotton seed products, lard, but- 
ter and eggs and sugar. 

Importers and manufacturers of 
rice, rice flour, wheat flour and 
wheat mill feeds and cold storage 
warehouse men. 

The margins still allowed are: 
Retail cold storage and fresh eggs, 
7 to 8 cents a dozen;. cotton seed 
lard substitutes at wholesale, 1% to 
2 cents a pound on more than 560- 
pound packages, 8 to 10 per cent 
on less than 50-pound packages and 
5 to 6 cents and 18 to 22 per cent 
at retail. Wholesale margins on 
eges differ according to the num- 
ber of services - performed by the 
wholesaler or jobber. 

In addition to the regulations 
cancelled by the proclamation, all 
remaining special regulations gov- 
erning manufacturers and distribu- 
tors of butter were repealed. ;

In the Qnega sec- 
tor the allied troops yesterday raid- 
ed the village of Peretema, killing 
nine of the enemy and capturing 
nine, without losses to the allied 
raiders. :

Unemployment Problem. 

He spoke of the pssibilitv of a 
large percentage of unemployed that 
will present serious problems to be 
solved, and said that perhaps serious 
privations for millions of people 
would throw an unprecedented bur- 
den upon the charitable institutions 
of the country.

Daniels, that the public must sleep 
with both eyes open if they are to 
defeat the purpose to shift the war 
taxes from the few to the many, 
reflects the revolutionary sentiment 
in the very heart of the administra- 
tion.

Conditions Under Which 
Soldiers and Sailors May 
Convert Policies —Six 
Different Kinds of In- 
surance. 


Washington, January 31.—Condi- 
tions under which soldiers or sail- 
Ors now holding government life 
insurance may convert these policies’ 
within five years into other 
forms which can betarried with 
their life- 


time, were announced today by

Colonel Henry D. Lindsley,. of the 
war risk insurance bureau. Rates 
willbe made public soon, and the 
new policies will not be available 
until then., 

There will be six different kinds 
of insurance—ordinary life, twenty- 
payment life, thirty-payment life, 
twenty-year endowment, thirty- 
year endowment and endowment 
payable at the age of 62. All poli- 
cies will contain clauses providing 


that in case of permanent total 
disability of the insured man, the 
government will make monthly 


payments to him and premiums will 
cease. This amounts virtually to 
Old-age pensioning and _ disability 
insurance, and insures that no man 
who has served in the army or navy 
need ever be destitute if he carries 
the government insurance. 

To Participate in Dividends, 

All policyholders will participate 
in dividends, and earnings of over 
3% per cent will be invested in 
government securities, most of 
which will pay in the neighborhood 
of 4% per cent. it is certain there 
will be large dividends to be re- 
turned periodically to policyholders. 

Collections of premiums will be

$27,000,000,000 total of life insurance 
carried by private companies in the 
United States, acording to figures 
cited today by bureau 0Oofficials. 
While the largest private life in- 
Surancé company in the country last 
year wrote $316,000,000 of insurance, 
the government wrote $356,000.000 
of new policies this month, when 
business was declining. 

Up to today, 34,969 awards had

NEW FEARING ORDERED 
UN NEWS PRINT PRICE 


Washington, January 31.—At the 
request of the attorney general the 
federal trade commission has agreed 
to reopen the news print paper price 
agreement reached last spring and 
has set February 11 as the date for 
a preliminary hearing. The com- 
mission said in a statement today 
the attorney general had brought 
to its attention the fact that news- 
paper publishers, in accordance 
with the terms of the agreement, 
had presented:a claim that lowering 
costs of production, beginning Au- 
gust 1, 1918, entitled them to a re- 
duction of prices, and had asked for 
a reconsideration. 

A petition of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ association for a 
revision of present news print 
prices states that an investigation 
made by the Canadian paper tri- 
bunal brought out the fact that 
production costs from two to eight 
dollars a ton lower than those on 
which American present costs are 
based. These lower costs, the pe- 
tition asserts, prevailed during. the 
spring and summer of 1918 and en- 
titled publishers to a readjustment 
of the prices paid during the period. 

The federal trade commission at 
the conclusion of its first investi- 
gation fixed a base price of $3.10 a 
hundred pounds for news print t¢ 
apply to April 1, 1918, and to con 
tinue for the duration of the war 
unless otherwise readjusted. By a 
federal circuit court decision the 
price was raised to $3.50; as a re- 
sult of a decision of the national 
war labor board increasing the pay 
of workers in the industry general- 
ly the price was made $3.63% be- | 
ginning March 1 ‘and tater  in- | 
creased wages awarded to railroad | 
workers and consequent increase in | 
rail freight rates caused the com- | 
mission to fix the price from July 
1 at $3.75%, where it now stands.

Hold Your Cotton 


A serious situation confronts the South. Cotton 
factors, merchants, farmers and planters have on 
hand large quantities of cotton. Every one who has 
had anything to do with the production of cotton in 


1918 knows that it cost at least 30 cents a pound 
to produce the cotton which is now held on hand, 
and which was quoted on the New Orleans Cotton 


» Exchange on January 28th as low-as 27 cents per 
* pound middling. An attempt is being made to 


hammer down still further the price of cotton. If 
the southern cotton crop for 1918 has to be sold be- 


low cost, it means a serious blow to the prosperity of 
the South. The most disturbing element in the sit- 
uation is the “future” market. Last week October 
contracts sold down as low as 17.74 (although on 
January 28th they closed as high as 20.20), indicat- 
ing that the spinners and those interested in buying 
cotton cheap expect to get their cotton next fall at a 
price way. under the cost of the 1918 crop and cheap- 
er than cotton can pessibly be produced in 1919. It 
is up to the bankers, merchants, farmers and plant- 
ers of the South to see that the producer of cotton 
gets back at least what it costs to raise it. 


Do Not Become Excited and Do Not Be 
Deceived By Temporary Market Fluctuations 


In the last few weeks “bear” interests have taken 
advantage of the temporary holding up of the de- 
mand for dry goods in the United States and the 
difficulty of exporting cotton because of embargoes 
and prohibitive ocean freight tates; they have sold 
“short” cotton future contracts with the idea of scar- 
ing the holders of spot cotton and obtaining their 
cotton at a lower price than the cost of production 
and the present condition would warrant. “Bear” 
interests know that if they can put up on the board 
a low figure, that doubt creeps into the mind of the 
holder of cotton about the inherent validity of his 
position and he begins to wonder whether he should: 


not take some loss rather than a greater loss later 
on. In other words, they attack the morale of the 
cotton holder—they hit the “home front.” This is 
the hardest kind of fighting to overcome. The cot- 
ton “bears” are making a psychological attack on 
the holders of cotton. General Foch says in his 
great book “‘On the Art of Making War” that a gen- 
eral is never defeated until he is defeated in his own 


‘mind. The holders of spot cotton in the South will 


get their price for cotton if they make up th¢ir minds 
to get it and act accordingly. The logic of the situa- 
tion calls for a price on cotton that at least will not 
cause the Southern farmer a loss. 


You Are Entitled To A Good Price 


By a good price is meant a price that wil’ at least pay 
back the cost of producing your cotton. Aside from the 
moral jystification for the demand of the Southern planter 
for a remunerative price for his cotton, there are excellent 


business reasons why cotton should be worth 30c a pound 
or more. One year before the world war (1913-14 crop) 
the world produced a jittle more than 22 million bales of 
cotton and the world consumed 21% million bales; of the 
production the United States raised 14,882,000. Previous 
to that time large crops had been produced including the 
onegof 16 million bales of American cotton in 1911. Since 
1914-15 the South has produ two 12-million bale crops 
and two 11-million bale crops, way under the average pro- 
duction of the previous yeags. 
something like three million bales each year for four years. 
Of course, the central European countries were not getting 
cotton, otherwise there would have been a cotton famine, 
and some authorities do not hesitate to say that cotton 
would have gone to 70c and 80c a pound. 

_ In other words, the war kept cotton down—it did not put 
it up, as the general impression seems to be. This being 
the case, there is no reason why it should decline below the 
cost of production because other commodities decline on 
account of war inflation.- Spinners will say that the job- 
bers and retailers are not buying manufactured goods read- 
ily; that they are holding for lower prices, and the general 
impression seems to be that the prevailing high prices for 
manufactured cotton goods are caused by the so-called high 
prices of cotton. There is considerable fallacy in this 
reasoning. The cost of the raw material that goes into 
the manufactured cotton goods is between one-third and 
one-half of the final cost. These figures are gereral, but it 
will be seen that overhead and labor are just as much a 
part of the cost of manufactured cotton goods as the cotton 
itself. If “Fruit of the Loom” falls from 30c to 21ic per 
yard, as it has just done, it is unreasonable to expect that 
cotton should go off séveral cents a pound, as it has re- 
cently; yet this is often the psychology of the man in the 
street. One pound of raw cotton will make 4.65 yards of 
“Fruit of the Loom.” If sold at 21c per yard, the recent 
announced new price, it enables the spinner to sell a pound 
of cotton manufactured into “Fruit of the Loom” at 97.65 
cents per pound. When this 21c price on “Fruit of the 
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Loom” was named by .the mill, strict middling to good mid- 
dling 1 1-16 inch staple (used in this standard grade of 
cotton goods) could have been delivered at any domestic 
or any Canadian mill for 32c per pound; add the first cost 
to the spinner (32c lb.), the manufacturer has on -each 
pound of raw cotton that he makes into goods a r-ergin of 
over 65c a pound to cover labor and overhead costs and 
profit. The raw cotton that goes into any cotton goods 
can be very well paid for at a high enough rate to cover the 
cost of production without making the burden too heavy 
on the ultimate consumer of the manufactured goods. 

Now oe of the primary reasons why the present price 
of cotton is not higher is the export situation. Foreign 
spinners have wanted the cotton, but have been handi- 
capped in obtaining it. The extremely high ocean freight 
rates up to,recently amounted to $30 a bale, or 6c a 
pound. Then there were embargoes and restrictions. In 
spite of this fact, however, and although at one time in the 
early part of the season exports were running more than 
half a million bales under those of last year for the corre- 
sponding period, Secretary Hester’s statement now shows 
that the total exports thus far this season are only one 
hundred and twenty-six thousand bales under last year. 
Should the export movemenf, as now seems likely, con- 
tinue to gain ratively over last year, there is no question 
but what the estimate made by the United States Bureau 
of Markets back in November of total exports for the sea- 
son of six million bales will be easily fulfilled. This 
would mean practically an increase of twc million bales in 
export over last season. Note that it takes into considera- 
tion the probable requirements of only the Allies and neuw- 
tral countries. With the prospects that the peace treaty 
will now be ready signing in March, the central Eu- 
ropean countries will alsdO.likely be in the market for cot- 
ton before next summer. is will swell the total exports 
and reduce the stocks on hand to a figure that will be peril- 
ous to the mill interests of the world. The freight rate 
has just been cut to $7.50 a bale,\and an immediate demand 
for export cotton will rapidly develop. On January 27, 
March contracts closed on the New Orleans Exchange at 
22.18: on January 28, March futures closed at 24.18, an ad- 
vance of 200 points. This advance was caused by the re- 
duction in freight rates, and it should not be confused with 
other factors which might cause an advance. 
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Plant Less Cotton This. Year 


The South’s prosperity is in danger if Southern farmers 
raise a large crop of cotton in 1919. October cotton is now 
quoted on the board New Orleans Cotton Exchange at about 
20c. It is a well known fact that cotton cannot be pro- 
duced at such a price, and it would be much cheaper and 
easier for Southern farmers to buy future contracts (if 
you are well able to comply with margin requirements) 
and put your cotton land“into feed and food crops that will 
not only pay highly remunerative prices, but be serving 
suffering humanity also. In any event, if the “bear” and 


spinner sellers tell us that a 12-million bale crop of cotton 
should bring 20c or less, let us control the source of sup- 
ply, cut our cotton acreage one-third, and raise only nine 
million bales of cotton, so that the price will advance 
enough to get back at least the cost of production, besides 
realizing a price somewhere near the cost for the 1918 crop 
still on hand. Business men, bankers and merchants can 
help reduce the acreage by refusing to make advances to 
anybody who does not agree to curtail his cotton acreage 
at least one-third of normal for 1919.

Question of Cables. 

“(2) The above reasons, and still 
more powerful reasons, pertain to 
the cables. International complica- 
tions have arisen. The record of the 
house committee on the postoffice of 
January 21, shows that the British 
government has issued an order con- 
taining the following: ‘His majesty’s 
government do not agree to either 
company allowing control of its sta- 
tions, staff or working in the United 
Kingdom, by the other company or 
by any person acting directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the United 
States government.’ 

“The cables should be turned back 
at once, especially as nothing has 
been done in regard to them by the 
postmaster general except to remove 
officers of the Commercial Cable 
company. 

“3. Mr. Burleson’s argument as 
to the telephones is not convinc- 
ing. He is raising telephone rates 
throughout the country to an enor- 
mous extent against a storm of 
protest and injunction suits. He 
does not claim that there is any 
war necessity involved. he pur- 
poses are clear; namely, to raise 
telephone rates, finance crippled 
telephone companies. How this can 
be justified under the war power 
we fail to see. Meantime telephone 
service is deteriorating rapidly, and 
the losses ‘to the government ~ on 
guaranteed compensation, especially 
to the Bell company, will be enor- 
mous, 

“The companies of which I am 
president are fully capable af con- 
ducting their business and financing 
their present needs, and future ex- 
tensions without any increase in 
rates (and we believe an increase in 
rates is unjustifiable at this time). 
We shall put those rates into effect 
under protest and shall allow them 
to continue only during the time of 
government control. In my judg- 
ment, the lines should be turned 
back to their owners immediately, as 
it is not pleasing or conducive to 
good management to have our busi- 
ness controlled as it is today, by 
orders of the postmaster’ general 
given through our competitors in 
business. 


; Eminently Unfair. 


“We think it eminently. unfair 
that a committee made up of Union 
N. Bethella, of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company: G.

Eight Months in German Prison. 

Lieutenant Baer, who spent eight 
months in a German. prison camp 
before being released after the 
signing of the armistice, said he 
was brought down during a fight 
with four enemy machines at a 
height of about 12,000 feet, when 
his machine was disabled by a ma- 
chine gun bullet and he himself 
wounded. He said the Germans 
treated him reasonably well. 

Captain Riekenbacker, prior to 
going to France, was a well-known 
driver of racing automobiles. His 
first experience . abroad was as 
chauffeur to General Pershing, but 
he soon transferred to the air serv- 
ice, because he found motoring in 
the war zone “too slow.” His rise 
into the “ace” class was rapid, and 
soon he led America’s airmen in the 
number of foes downed. 

“There is no comparison between 
the auto and the air,’”’ Captain Rick- 
enhacker said today. “I am through 
with the automobile and I §$ stand 
ready to place my skill and talents 
in flying if I have any, at the serv- 
ice of my government, commercially 
or otherwise. Like all soldiers, 
come home resolved in the future 
to take more of an interest in the 
affairs of my country, and if I have 
the chance I will gladly enter the 
service again. 

“In my flying I had no particu- 
lar system that I can describe, and 
my victories were simply 60 per cent 
luck. In all mv work I used French 
machines, as did most of the boys. 
T want to say that the Americans 
I was associated with were all that 
could be asked, and we were get- 
ting better and better as the war 
went on.” 

His First Victory. 

Rickenbacker’s first victory was 
in April last year when, ®“ith Cap- 
tain Hall, he brought down a Ger- 
man machine in enemy territory. In 
May of the same year he was vic- 
tor in an engagement in which he 
was opposed by three Germans, 
bringing down one and driving off 
the others. 

From then on his victories fol- 
lowed in rapid succession and in 
several instances he succeeded in 
bringing down two machines in one 
flicht. 

He said he would go to Wash- 
ington at once to make the war 
department a detailed report of his 
exvneriences and observations. 

Major Meissner. who paid special 
tribute to the skill and daring of 
Captain Rickenbacker with whom 
he took part in several combats, 
also asserted that air fighting was 
to a considerable extent a “matter 
of luck.’’ 

Captain Campbell took part in the 
fighting at Chateau Thierry. His 
most thrilling experience, he said, 
w4s his escape with a broken wing 
after a fight with six enemy ma- 
chines. He credits Cantain Ricken- 
backer with saving him by driving 
off the foe. In one of the last ac- 
tions in which he took part he was 
slightly wounded.

New York, January 31.—Nat C, 
Goodwin, the actor, died at a hotel 
here early today after a brief ill- 
ness. Death was due to a general 
breakdown in health, following’ an 
operation for the removal of his 
right eye severa). months tee 

Born at Boston, July 35, 1857, 
Goodwin was a familiar figure on 
the American ‘stage for many 
years. He made nis first appear- 
ance in 1874; and subsequently 
played leading roles in many suc- 
cessful plays, both in the United 
States and England. ; 

Gocdwin’s histrionic career. was 
said to date back to his school days 
in an acamedy at Farmington, Maine, 
where his ability at mimicry won 
him local renown. After brief pe- 
riods at clerkships in Boston stores, 
during which he. read Shakespeare 
and studied dramatic art, he made 
his professional debut as a newsboy 
in “Law in New York” at Boston 
in 1874. The following year found 
him at the famous Tony Pastor’s 
in New York, and from then until 
his death his theatrical activities 
were marked with almost uninter- 
rupted successes, both as star and 
as producer, .in America, England 
and Australia. 

Goodwin was five times married. 
His first wife Was Eliza Weather- 
bee, a comedy actress, who died in 
1887. A few years later he mar- 
ried Nellie Baker Pease; in 1898, 
Maxine Elliott, with whom he ap- 
peared in a large repertoire of plays, 
including several of Shakespeare's; 
subsequently Miss Edna Goodrich 
(Bessie Edna Stephens), who was 
his leading woman for several 
years, and his most recent wife 
was Margaret Moreland, now the 
wife of an army lieutenant. 

Goodwin soon was to have taken 
a sixth wife, Georgia Gardner, of 
Los Angeles, Cal., who’ is playing 
in the company in which Goodwin 
was starring at the time of his 
death. She came to New York a 
few days ago to “arrange for his 
care here. ; 

The removal of Goodwin’s eye 
was the result or an error of an 
employee made several weeks ago 
in preparing an eye wash for the 
actor. Chloroform instead of the 
usual liquid was placed in the cup 
and Goodwin’s eye was seriously in- 
jured, 

At the hotel here today it was 
stated the actor suffered a slight 
stroke of apoplexy just before he 
died. 

Burial will take place at Roxbury, 
Massachusetts. 


STRIKERS AND SOLDIERS 
FIGHT IN NORTH PERU 


Lima, January 31.—Several per- 
sons have been killed in a battle be- 
tween government troops and strik- 
ers at Laredo, in northern Peru.

ADJUSTING STRIKE 
AT BUENOS AIRES. 

Buenos Aires, January 31.—The 
principal difficulties between the 
port workers here, who have been 
on strike for several months, and 
their employers, it is understood, 
were adjusted during the night. 
Negotiations over minor details are 
still in progress. It is not announc- 
ed when the port workers will re- 
sume work. 


The port strike at Buenos Aires 
prevented the entrance of trans- 
Atlantic steamers into the harbor, 
and Argentine newgpapers, on Jan- 
uary 28, estimated the loss to the 
strikers and ship owners alone at 
more than _ 190,000,000 pesos.

FOR GREAT U.S. NAVY 
DANIELS: MAKES PLEA 


Annapolis, Md., January 31.—In 
presenting commissions today to the 
last class of reserve officers 
trained at the United States Naval 
academy during the war, Secretary 
Daniels predicted there “will be no 
time of recession of interest in the 
navy.” 

“Not in your day,” the naval sec- 
retary told the young officers, “will 
there be any reduction of naval 
power. We are now on the last 
stretch of building the three-year 
program of naval construction 
which’ was authorized three years 
ago.” 

Secretary Daniels said he had no 
doubt congress would authorize the 
recommendation or President Wil- 
son for another three years’ pro- 
gram of construction. In buildin 
Ships under that program, he said. 
types of vessels would be construct- 
ed which would “keep our navy 
abreast of any nation” in the world. 

“We shall not build against any 
nation,” the secretary continued. 

because we have faith that the 
league of nations will bring about 
such friendship and understanding 
among all nations as will ultimate- 
ly cause a reduction in armament 
and a conse t detrease of ex- 
penditures for naval strength. We 
shall not bw against any nation, 
but so long as this republic needs 
a navy, we must have one, for our 
own protection and to preserve the 
peace of the world, that ill be 
powerful, strong and moderd. 

“It, would be a sin for America 
rich and powerful, to be beholden 
to any other country for naval pro- 
tection. We must in whatever sort 
°f world police shall be needed in 
the new order, contribute as many 
units and as much strength as any 
other nation. We must remember 
always that the maintenance of the 
Monroe doctrine is our peculiar re- 
sponsibility and duty, and for its 
proper maintenance and our duty 
to secure to all the smaller nations 
of the world the rights to which 
they are entitled, we must maintain 
a navy strong enough and powerful 
enough to measure up to our re. 
sponsibility and our obligations.” 

Mr. Daniels said it was the plan 
of the navy department after the 
treaty of peace is signed, to main- 
tain a trained and efficient naval 
reserye force which would be ready 
for instant mobilization in event of 
an emergency. 

Commissions were presented by 
the secretary to 163 members of the 

th and final reserve officers’ 
class at the Navul academy who, 
having completed the special course, 
were recommended for temporary 
appointment as ensigns in the navy.

Washington, January 31.—R. Hud- 
son Burr, representing the Florida 
public utilities commission, told the 
senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee today that the railroad ad- 
ministration had agreed to postpone 
for one week the effective date of 
increases in refrigerator ¢ar rates 
which were to have been effective 
tomorrow. Florida shippers have 
been called to meet in Washington 
next week to protest against the in- 
creases. 

Mr. Burr said the increased rates 


--had been ordered without ilnvesti- 


gation or hearing. He declared Ar- 
mour & Co., operating most of the, 
refrigerator cars in Florida, desired 
to obtain the higher rates on the 
last of the orange crop and the 
spring vegetables, which are just 
beginning to move. He pointed out 
that the refrigerator cars are not 
under control of the government, 
but are operated for private profit. 


A Typieal Increase. 


A typical increase was said to be 
from Florida to New York, where 
the old charge of $66 a car has been 
raised to $77.50. Mr. Burr declared 
officials of the railroad adminis- 
tration could not explain the reason 
for the increase. 

Mr. Burr's statement was a part 
of a general condemnation of gov- 
ernment ownership of _ § railroads, 
which he said has resulted only in 
higher rates, increased difficulties 
of transportation and géneral inat- 
tention on the part of railroad em- 
Ployees. He cited several orders in- 
creasing rates which, he declared, 
would have meant ruin to thousands 
of industries if they had not been 
modifieq after protests were made. 

“Director of Traffic Chambers 
told us when we protested against 
eliminating the differentials be- 
tween rail and water transportation 
last April, that he was not sur- 
prised at our attitude,” Mr. Burr 
told the committee. “Mr. Chambers 
added that the rates had been or- 
dered by the ‘boys.’ I think a lot 
of things must have been done by 
the ‘boys,’ who didn’t understand 
what they were doing.’ 

Proposals to institute standard 
class rates, which are under con- 
sideration by the railroad admin- 
istration, were condemned by Mr. 
Burr as attempting to impose rates 
on different communities regard- 
les of density of population and 
local conditions. 


Personal Pride Gone, 


Government operation was said 
by the witness to have cauSeqd inef- 
ficiency of employees by removing 
the incent?fve to friendly rivalry. 
Division superintendents became 
clerks to regional directors, who 
took their orders from Washington, 
he said, and no longer had. the per- 
sonal pride in their roads which 
they had under private manage- 
ment. 

“We built up a great army with

At the railroad administratjon it 
was said that February 1 had not

the new rates, and that Mr. Burr 
had been told he ‘could have as 
much time as was necessary in 
which to prepare a protest.
